He ipade a brief 
ttatement, referring to tke protests 
igainst confirmation as made by the 
4oti-Trust league, but said that after 
living careful «i»etitif)n to this repre- 

leaitatlon the committee had decldea 
!• recommend conSrmation. 
ftp O^P9«IUOB VM Tplced, but iCUob 
tke Bomlaatlen was poetponed by 

■ommon consent. The senate then, 
before taking up the isthmian canal 
ireaty. proceeded to pass upon other 
Dominations, of which there are an 
iiceptiouaUy Uurge BuiBb«r before ik« 
lenate. ^ 

Senator Lodge ipote la fkvor of the 
canal treaty, saying all objectionable 
features of the last treaty had been 
removed; that the Clayton Bulwer

i cinai, bad been removed; that the 
change in article 1 was of material 
mptiitance. He said the concessions 
were ample for the Inttreats ot the 
United States. 

At 1:66 p. m. the iMate adjourned

Senator Hoar hal tutrodueed a bin 
llTlBS United States courts Jurlsdic- 
den la cases of lynching, and provld- 
ng the death penalty for participation 
n lynchings. Mr. Hoar's bill author- 
blng the president to correspond with 
>tker Christian nations for the aup- 
»resslOB of anarchy provides tbat an 
ehind be procured to which anarchists 
and their followers can be banished. 

Senatt)r Hale introduced a number 
of bills relating to the navy, among 
them being bills to enable naval court- 
martial an4 naVal courta. of iaqulry to 
compel the atteBdanee Of elVlllati wit- 
nesses; to equalize the pay of officers 
of the navy with those of correspond- 
ing ranks In the army an'.! marine 
corps; to authorize the commandants 
of naval stations beyond continental 
Umlta of the United States to convene 
general court8<martial for the trial of 
offenders under their command, and to 
authorize an .ncrease of the enlisted 
force of the marine coi ps. 

Other bills Introduced are the fol- 
lowing: By Mr. Hoar, Senator Thuis 
ton's bill of last session defining con- 
spiracy la restraint of trade; by Mr. 
Oamble, to establish mining experi- 
ment stations to aid the development 
of mineral resources of the United 
States; by Mr. Warren, granting 160 
acres of land each for the use of the 
plMta of industrial Institutions located 
OB the public domain; by Mr. Money, 
appropriating $15,000 annually from 
the sale of public lands to support an 
Institution for the Industrial education 
of women; by Mr. Perkins, to prohibit 
Chinese Immigration; by Mr. Teller, 
authorising the construction of a rail- 
road across Alaska by tke Trans-Alas- 
kan Railroad company and granting 
each alternate section of public land 
along the line of the proposed road; 
by Mr, Mason, providing a code of 
land laws for the territory of Hawaii, 
classiylng the salaries of postoffice 
clerks and fixing an eifeht>boar day for 
postofflce employes. 

Preliminary Agreement, 

Washington. Dec. 10.— The arrange- 
ment entered into at Managua Monday 
between United States Minister Merry 
and the minister of foreign affairs of 
Nicaragua were in the nature of a pro- 
tocol, and was not, strictly speaking, 
a treaty. It Is In effect a definition, in 
advance, of the character of treaty 
that Nicaragua la willing to enter into 
with the United States In the event 
that the Hay-Pauncefote treaty is rat- 
ified by the United States and Great 
Britain. There are supposed to be le- 
gal reasons why a treaty, pure and sim- 
ple, could not be entered Into between 
the United Statea and Nicaragua in 
advance of tke consummation of the 
Hay Pauncefote treaty. A similar ar- 
rangement has been or will be made 
with the government of Costa Hica to 
secure the necessary rights on that 
part of San Juan river essential for 
canal purposes, and possibly subject 
to Coata Flc«n f"viirel«ntv. 

Why Hackett Realgned.

W. Hackett as aaaistaat secretary ot 
the navy, to take effect next Monday, 

when his successor, Charles H. Dar- 
ling of Vermont, who Is expected her" 
in a day or two, will relieve him of 
his official duties, in the correbpuno 
ence that took place between Secre- 
tary Long and Mr. Hackett the latter 
explained he wai compelled to give up 
his office and return to kla law prac- 
tice, and Secretary Ll^ expressed re- 
gret tkat tkto Iff BOdtMsry .

Washington, Dec. 10. — The Repub- 
lican members of the ways and means 
coni^mlttee agreed upon a Philippine 
tariff measure, and later the entire 
membership of tke committee Deoa- 
ocrata and RepublieaB*, was ealled to- 
gether lor tke first time. The Demo- 
cratic members were Informed of the 
program regarding the bill, which in- 
cludes reporting It Friday and passing 
tt, after one day's debate, Saturday, 
under a apedi^ n^.

Scranton, Pa., Dec. 10. — The first 
business to come before the conven- 
tion of the American Federation of La- 
bor Tuesday was tke introduction of 
additional resolutions, for which con 
sent was nect asary. First Vice Presi- 
dent lJuucan of Boston protested 
against the j)i eseiitation of resolutions 
at this time, as they could easily have 
been presented Saturday, when the 
constitutional time limit expired. The 
resolutions d^alt with the piano mak- 
ers' lable. several boycotts, and the 
agreement between the piano makers 
and the wood workera regarding tkeir 
jurisdiction. 

The committee having charge of the 
secretary's report recommended that 
the suggestions made in that report 
be aicepttd. with the exception of that 
part referring to the p( r t apita ins. of 
national and interantional union.^. The 
committee recommended that the tax 
be increased from one-third to one-half 
ot one p6r cent per month. The rec- 
ommendations were adopted. 

The committ( f on resolutions pre- 
sented voluminous reports. Among 
the resolutions was one asking all re^ 
olutlons to give the status from the 
Jurisdiction over which they claim to 
administer authority. This brought up 
the question of autonomy, and First 
Vice President Duncan mad( the iin 
portant announcement that he will asi^ 
for the appointment of a special com- 
mittee to consider the whole question 
of hutonomy. This announcement had 
the effect of killing the resolution, 
there being no opposition to the motion 
to adopt the recommendation of the 
committee. 

The resoaition pledging the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor to use every 
bonorable means to prevent the pas- 
sage by coBgreaa of antl-scalping leg- 
islation wafe favorably reported by the 
committee. State Senator Tanqueray 
of Colorado, a member of the Railroad 
Telegraphers' union and John B. L« n- 
non of Bloomingdale, Ills., of the Jour- 
neymen Tailors' uBioB vigorously op 
posed tke resolution. Senator Tan- 
queray declared >ae federation was 
g ling (iiitside of its legitimate field in 
considering such a resolution, and the 
organization was treading on danger- 
ous ground. Mr. Lennon said many of 
the ticket acalpera were criminals, and 
told of a caae where 46,000 tickets had 
been forged on one railroad and sold 
by s( alpei s. 

Kee Hart of Chicago, of the Th< at- 
ncal Stage Kniployes' National Alli- 
ance, and E. A. Agaid. mayor of Fail- 
bury. Ills., who represents the glass- 
bottle blowers, led ths forces In favor 
of the reaolution. They maintained 
that ticket sealiiin^ uas a legitimate 
business, and \\u.~ the imaiit of cheap- 
ening travel. 

The discussion was continued by V\'. 
J. Croke of .Marion. Ind.. of the Flint- 
Glass Blowers, C. O. Sherman of thr 
Chicago Metal Woraers, and Eugene 
O'Rourke of the New York Typograph- 
ical union, %ho favored the resolution ; 
Sheldon A. Harris of Dwight. ills., a 
Congregational minister and a mem- 
ber of the Federal union, and Dennis 
Hayes of Philadelphia, of the Olass- 
Bottle Blowere, opposed ft. Tke pre- 
vious question was moved after .Mr. 
Lennon had made a motion to lay the 
resolution on the table, which was 
lost. The resolution was then adopt- 
ed by an overwhelming viva' voce vote. 
The threo deltggteg repreeestiBg the 
Railroad Telegrapkers woBt on record 
as beiag opposed to tke resolution. 

Tke special committee on Chinese 
exclusion made Its report, recommend- 
ing the passage of law* excluding Chi- 
nese, Japanese and ill other Asiatic 
races. Tke committee was a unit on 
Cklneee eseluslen, but divided on the 
Japanese and other Asiatic races. The 
report was divided Into two parts, and 
the Chinese exclusion was taken up 
for discussion, it was adopted unani- 
mously. The Japandie aeotlOB waa 
laid on the table.

I^ord Kitchener, in a dispatch from 
Pretoria dated Dec. 9, reports the re- 
sult of the week's work was 31 Boera 
killed, 17 wounded, 362 made prison- 
ers, 35 surrendered, and quantities of 
8upplit>8 captured. 

ByadvaucinK the lino of bhx khotis^'s 
in the western part of the Transvaal, 
Lord Kitchener is now able for the 
first time to carry out systematic and 
continuous operations in the viclBity 
of Ermelo, Bethole and Carolina. Col- 
umns have cleared tlie southeastern 
distii'ts of Orange River colony and 
are now oi>ening northward of the 
Thabanchu line. 

The Boers are still in force in the de- 
partment west of Cape Colony, com- 
manded by Marltz. who recently at- 
tacked Tontellboschkop The Boers 
were driven off and Maiitz was se- 
verely wounded. 

Spanish Claims Dismissed. 

Kiinburgh. Dec. 10. — The court of 
sessions di.smisKcd the action biought 
by the Spanish minister uf maiine 
against the Clyde Bank company for 
176,500 damages owing to the delay 
In the delivery of four torpedo-boat 
destroyers, which, is was claimed, 
were retiulrcd for the American-Span- 
ish war. but Were not deliveied within 
the contract time. The lulings of the 
cjiiiit of stss'ons reverse the d ■cision 
of the lower court.
